WELFARE PAYMENTS 
SHOW DECREASE 
IN FEBRUARY 


Commissioner Fred A. Ross said 
today the Department of Public 
Welfare assistance payments for 
February totalled $3,909,296, a de- 
crease of $3,709 from January. Old ` 
age assistance and aid to the blind 
programs |showed decreases in 
number, of recipients while aid to 
dependent children and aid to the 
permanently and totally disabled | 
showed slight increases. The over- 
all net increase was 344 persons. 

February figures showeg an ave-, 
rage monthly grant of $33.32 was 
made to 77,286 aged people; $3., 
262 blind people received average 
monthly grants of $37.69; there 
were 63,243 dependent children 
who received an average of $11.46; 
and 14,203 permanently and totally | 
disabled received $34.28 as average 
grants. 

Private hospitals throughout 
Mississippi received $125,425.30 in 
state and federal funds for 1,144 
hospitalized old age assistance re- 
cipients. Each recipient js eligible 
for a maximum of 20 hospital days 
each year. 

There were 717 children in fos- 
ter boarding homes at a cost of 
$27,950.29 paid from federal, state, 
and local funds. Most of these 
children are dependent or neglect- 
ed. 

The Commodity Program through 
the cooperation of County Boards 
of Supervisors with’ the Welfare | 
Department distributed surplus 
food with an estimated value of 
$2,104,164 to 349,984 needy per- 
sons. Counties have the option 
whether to distribute to welfare 
cliens only or to other needy indi- 
viduals and families.

Selective Service local boards 
throughout Mississippi, Colonel C. 
S. Sanders, Jr., State Director of 
Selective Service for Mississippi, 
announced today. 

The test will be given at more 
than 500 colleges in all 50 states, 
Puerto Rico, ang the Canal Zone. 
In Mississippi, the test will be of- 
fered at the following schools:

Mississippi, Hattiesburg; Jackson

OUR MISSISSIPPI 
INCOME TAX LAW 


WHO SHOULD FILE A RETURN 


An annual report of net income 
s required, by the Mississippi 
State Income Tax Law, from every 
orporation, trust, estate, partner- 
ship, or fiduciary, regardless of 
the amount of gross or net income 
realized during the taxable period. 
The law is more liberal in its ap- 
plication to individuals. It requires 
a return of net income from indi- 
iduals if (1) the net income ex- 
eeds the exemption, or (2) if the 
gross income exceeds $6,000.00. 

The first condition set forth 


Babove requires more extended dis- 


cussion. The specific exemptions 
ere: married persons (joint) and 
heads of family - $7,000.00, and 
single individuals $5,090.00. 
{hese are annual exemptions. 
They are specific in that they are 
ixed at a certain sum. Married 
persons may divide the specific 
pxemption in any manner they 
hoose, if separate returns are 
iled. The condition as of the last 
May of the year determines the 
ptatus insofar as these exemptions 
Are concerned except the death of 
Spouse, or a dependent, during

If, by the terms of the instru- 
ment creating the trust or the will 
of the decedent, the trustee or ex- 
ecutor is required to distribute 
the income to the beneficiaries, 
the return will be filed by such 
trust or estate on the partnership 
form; otherwise, the income will 
be reported on the individual form 
and the tax paid by the trustee or 
executor. No exemption is provid- 
ed for trusts or estates, 


The Commissioner of Income 
Tax urges every individual, who 
may be supplied with a return 
form, to complete that form and 
mail it to the Tax Commission, 
Box 960, Jackson,. Mississippi, so 
as to avoid the annoyance of cor- 
respondence, at a later date, con- 
cerning the liability to file a re- 
turn or pay a tax. The more infor- 
mation on file in the Tax Com- 
mission, the fewer will be the let- 
ters written relative to probable 
delinquencies and income tax lia- 
bilities.
